Banquet this past December 5, 2014 at Zio Fraedo’s restaurant in Pleasant Hill. Most guests ar- 
rived early so they would have the opportunity to celebrate their friendships and make new 
friends. 


While dessert was being served, “Thank You’s” were made from outgoing president Jim 
Siemons AF6PU to his Club officers, board members, and committee chairs. Jim acknowl- 
edged, “that without the tireless efforts that are made by so many each year, this Club would not 
exist, or if it did it might not be worth being a member!” 


This year, the MDARC board of directors, and an appointed awards committee made recom- 
mendations for some of the highest awards the Club can bestow.

There was a lot of good news. The ARRL has more members and there are more hams in the U.S. than ever be- 
fore. A surprising bit of news is that the use of CW traffic has actually increased since its requirement for licens- 
ing was eliminated. We can only speculate on the cause, but I’m sure all coders are happy to hear it. 


More good news is that U.S. House Bill HR4969, the bill to overrule excessive restrictions on antenna structures 
in homeowner association rules, had at least 69 sponsors, more than double what the ARRL hoped for. Still, the 
road is long and not yet sure, given the vagaries of Congress. If you have not yet written your Congressman ask- 
ing him/her to support the Bill, please do so soon. The ARRL has information about HR-4969 on their web site, 
including a link to the bill itself and sample letter. See http://www.arrl.org/hr-4969. 


Finally, I can’t offer enough thanks for the leadership given by the previous Board, particularly the members 
who are retiring: President, Jim Siemens, AF6PU; Vice-President, David Schilds, KK6CQX and Director, Ray 
Gaschk, W6FYA. That Board not only kept our club strong, but helped make it stronger. Excellent programs, a 
strong financial standing, a best-in-class repeater system, field trips, activities and functions were a hallmark of 
their leadership.

The First YL — Updated 


While certainly not the first female 
ham radio operator, M, Adaire Garm- 
hausen, 3BCK, is the first “YL,~ and 
she was an excellent example. It all 
came about when she submitted an 
article to QST, “How to Build a Wire- 
lass Station,” in early 1920. She re- 
ceived a letter back on the official 
ARRL QST letterhead from Edwin C 
Adams. It was dated May 13, 1920 
and read 


Miss M. Adare Garmhausen, 

516 W 27mSt, 

Baltimore, Md 

My Dear YL.:- 

We have had to coin a new phrase for 
your benefit as you will readily see 
that OM will not fit and OL would cer- 
tainly be most inapplicable. Thank you 
very much indeed for your most amus- 
ing history of the trials and tnbulations 
of a lady ham, We will be very pleased 
fo present this to the radio fraternity in 
an early issue of QST.

THE AMERICAN RADIO RELAY 
LEAGUE

Her article was published in the July 
1920 issue of OST. She became quite 
a celebrity, both in Baltimore and in 
Hartford She was an excellent opera- 
tor and many a local, single, young 
ham became smitten with her good 
looks and radio abilities. A second 
article, “Breaking Out," was published 
in May 1921 QST. 

By 1922 she was already into more 
ham radio activities than most of us 
will ever do in a lifetime. OST editors, 
and many others, were trying to find 
out more about her and wondered,

“What did she look like?” 

The answer came in the October 1922 
QST column, “Who's Who in Amateur 
Wireless.” The column featured her 
photo and started by saying, "Ahh! At 
last! The Ladies’ Number of Hooshco! 
You know, gang, we have been wonder- 
ing all this time what these Y L.'s look 
like and now after years of pestering we 
have got them to come across with 
enough dope to introduce them- 
selves.” (The column also profiled Miss 


Winifred Dow, 7CB, from Tacoma, Wash- 


ington.) 
She was good frends with Elizabeth 
Zamdonini, 3CDQ, of Washington DC, 


another well-known YL. Like many hams, 


they worked together on radios and were 
active in Baltimore area clubs 
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From Who's “Who in Amateur Ra- 
dio,” QST, Oct 1922 


Miss Marion Adaire Garmhausen hardly 
needs any introduction as most of us 
have heard of her in one way or another. 
She admits she was born May 28, 1899, 
but swears she does not look a day over 
sixteen. Being a telegraph operator by 
trade, she went to wireless schoo! just after 
the war and found a QST somebody had 
left lying about (careless!). Our budding Y 
L. says she was struck by the spint of the 
organization and wrote Mr. Duvall, whose 
name she found in the magazine, for 
further particulars, His reply harmonized 
exactly with the spirit of the magazine 
When she put in her first set the reigning 
forces offered her every discouragement 
known to mankind, so she retired to her shell 
Her articles in July 1920 OST (‘tHow to 
Buiki a Wireless Station") and May 1921 
("Breaking Out") tell in her own words of her 
experiences in getting started, so any attempt 
on our part to repeat the tales of woe 
would at best be infringing on her original 
masterpieces. 3BCK (for that ts her call) 
remained in her shell until the organization of 
"The Radio Condenser,” sometime Third 
District organ, when the remorseful crowd 
invited her to join them.

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Tribute to Carl David Cook 


Al6V / P40V / P49V 
December 17, 1939 - December 15, 2014 


Well-known Contester, DXer, and DXpeditioner Carl 
David Cook, AI6V / P49V (ex-WA6JUD), of Las 
Vegas, Nevada, died December 15. An ARRL Life 
Member and former MDARC president, he was 74. 


Despite getting a rather late start, Carl went on to

and even casual DX contesters had P49V or P40V in their logs. 


“Carl passed away at 3:30 this morning, in his sleep, per his wishes, just two days shy of his 
75th birthday,” his wife Sue, AIGYL / P40YL, said in a posting to the QRZ dot com website. 
“We sure had an amazing run during our seventeen years together.” 


In posting word of Carl’s passing to the CQ-Contest reflector, his friend John Bayne, KK9A / 
P40A, said, “He was a great down-to-earth guy who will be sorely missed.” 


On his QRZ.com web page, Carl recounted how he got into Amateur Radio when he was 38, 
after installing an HF radio on his boat. He began listening on VHF, discovered VHF-UHF con- 
testing, and got his Technician license, diving in as Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club Field 
Day chairman, serving one term as its president, and completing Worked All States on 6 meters. 
After upgrading to General in 1975, he enjoyed ARRL November Sweepstakes with the North- 
ern California Contest Club, for which he also served a term as president. 


His search for “DX locations where you could run a high rate” led him to Aruba, where he 
bought a “fixer-upper,” put together a station, and contested for 16 years. He sold the house in 
2002 due to a heart problem, he explained on his QRZ.com web page. 

Carl attended the first World Radiosport Team Championship event in Seattle in 1990, and, in 
1996, he helped organize the WRTC in San Francisco. He raised funds for WRTC-2000, 
WRITC-2006, and WRTC-2014. His contest exploits earned him several Top 10 finishes and a 
world record or two. 


The highlight of his years in Amateur Radio was being named to the CQ Contest Hall of Fame 
in 1997, he said. Carl was on the DXCC Honor Roll and held 5-Band DXCC. 


Initially a phone contester, Carl eventually “got serious” about CW and began entering those 
contests. He and Sue, AI6YL / P4OYL — a RTTY contesting enthusiast — bought another 
house on Aruba. He became P49V, and assembled a new station, where they would spend 3 
months each year and enjoy contesting together. Over the years Carl had operated from many 
exotic locations around the globe, including Brunei, Maldive Islands, and Clipperton Island.
